^\'itll  !i  total  value  of  $878,479,-1:51,  tlic  (loniestic  exports  of  the 
t'jinn  pi'oduets  of  this  eoiiiitiy  reached  ii  hiolier  ti<>iire  in  the  year 
ended  June  ?>(•,  l!»U3,  than  was  ever  liefore  r(>ached  in  one  year,  except- 
ing 1901.  This  amount  is  hirger  than  the  average  of  the  preceding 
five  years  by  $17,441,680,  and  higher  than  the  average  of  the  next 
preceding' five  years,  1898-1897,  l)y  ^i'<;i\4»)4.o04. 

The  pr(xluct«  of  the  fore.st  that  went  into  domestic  exports  in  the 
last  fisctd  year  wen^  vahied  at  !i^5S.2Sl,124,  an  amount  Itirger  thjiii  that 
of  19(tl  (the  highest  preceding  year)  by  $1^,911,908,  higher  than  the 
average  of  the  five  years  1898-1902  by  $10,632,594,  and  higher  than 
the  average  of  the  pnu-eding  five  years  by  $26.49S.  l;tO. 

Upon  combining  the  domestic  exports  of  farm  and  forest  j)i<)diicts, 
the  total  for  the  hist  fiscal  year  is  found  to  be  $930,700,575,  wliich 
was  exceeded  only  by  the  year  I'.»<>1. 

Of  the  total  domestic  exports,  those  of  farm  products  duiiiig  the 
last  fiscal  year  constituted  63.1  per  cent,  or  about  the  percentsige  of 
the  preceding  four  y(»ars.  The  domestic  ex[)orls  of  forest  products 
are  4.2  per  cent  of  tht^  domestic  exports  of  all  profhicts.  and  tiie  com- 
bination of  farm  and  forest  ])ro(liicts  gives  07.3  \h'V  cent,  or  a  little 
more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  domestic  exports  of  the  (•oiintrv.

Tht'  imniense  e.\poi-t.s  from  tlie  farms  of  tlie  country  lead  to  an  examination  of  the 
so-called  balance  of  trade.  This  examination  reveals  what  seems  to  have  escaped 
the  attention  of  the  pnlilic,  and  that  is,  tliat  the  favorable  Italanceof  trade,  every- 
thing included,  is  due  to  the  still  more  favorable  balance  of  trade  in  the  products  of 
the  farm. 

During  tiie  thirteen  years  1890-1902  the  average  annual  exce.s.s  of  ilomestii-  exports 
over  imports  amounted  to  $27.5, (X)0, 000,  ami  during  tiie  same  time  the  ainuial  average 
in  favor  of  farm  jiroduct.s  was  $.3:57.000,000,  from  which  it  is  api>arent  that  there  was 
an  average  annual  adverse  balance  of  trade  in  jimducts  other  than  those  of  the  farm 
amounting  t<i  $(>2,000,000,  which  the  farmers  offset  and  liad  left  s27."i.000,0(H)  to  the 
credit  of  themselves  ami  the  countiy.
